in April of 1059 a s111 comrany of ten men,-thrce vagons 
drawn by oxen left Provo valley. Thay vorc Th:mas Hesborá, 
John Jordon, John Crook, C.M. Cayroll, Join Carlile, Willian 
Giles, Henry Chatwin, Jcose Bond, James Carlile and a man by 
the namo of Carventere 


It took tiom three days to reach tho cpon valley, whesc 
there wag tuc nar: plowphing (to their surprise) they werc Janes 
Davis and Robert Droadhesd, They hed boer: plaughing a doy or 
two, also Wiliiam Cumaings ond Re Parkor bad been poughing at 
Center Creek, 


This Provo Company went on up through tio vallgy, wiere 
there was a spring. liero they made camp because of it and the 
choice land around it was coveréd wth waving frass. 


Lower down in the valley land was covered with large sare 
brush which was difficult to clear off, so they naile oreparaticns 
to dğay longer where they were, 


This company wos made up of mostly English peoplo so it 
was called London, The land $key cultivated wos then ëlo 
the big ficld, now the North field, It was surveyed jrto , 
twenty acre plots. The men went to work ploughing ad putt às 
in their crops. They hac faith that thoy would reap a harvest 
although the report was that there were heavy frosts every 
nonth of the year, 


After their crops were in a townsite was surveyed two 
mites south of London, in approximgtely the center of the valicy. 
They then began to build their log cabins in the shape of و‎ 
fort as a protection from the Indians. It was in the nontinect 
corner of the tovnsite, It started fron John M Moulton's hope 
weet to iialter Young's, north two blocks and westto Jesse Hts 
Ths houses were built close together with openings here md there 
60 Cattle could be taken out, but were kept most of the tins 
inside of the fort. 


These houses wore very practical. They were built of cotton 
wood logs cut green from the river bottom. They wore all 
kept busy prerering for tie long winter ahead. 
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while some was Wiled as such with milk, Most of the lies 
had a cow or tro. The only hay thay had was wild hay that had 
been cut by a ocytho, This only grow in the emm places 


raised. The eem as well as the men harvested the crops. 
All the wheat wos cut wth a scythe, The ween usually made it 
into bundles and tisd it wth gruss. 


It was a long and dreary winter, wth early snow and very 
deep, There was no communication from te outside for fuur months, 
Church was holi regularly and also dances, 


In Darch 1869 there was no sign of winter litting upe 
They he a Preyer meeting at the homa of Sohn Les and prayed 
earnestly that the Lord wild come to their aid, to cause the 
snow ts melt and grass to grow for their starving cattle and 
shesp. The People all testify that before the meeting closed 
the snow had started to malt and was dripping fron the 0 
It wasn't long before the snow was all gone. They all thanked 
the Lord for his blessing.

In t^e spring of 1869 a large mumber of people caxe to nake 
their homes here Villiam Wall was appointed as presiding Elder 
with John LZ. Murdock and James Leird as councelors, There were 
about two hundred people in Heber at that tims. They had all 
heard of tie crops, lote of wood and plenty of water to irrigate 
their crops. 


Bear July the twenty fourth a nesting was held to dscide 
on a celebration. It was suggested that Bboy build a bowery . 
John M, Murdock asked that a meeting house be built that would 
serve all puroses. It was heartly endorsed and started. 


It was built 20 ft. by LO ft. gnd built of logs. A large 
chimnsy in each end for a fireplace. Logs were burned for fuel, 
they vere cut three to four feet long. This church served 
the purposes for five years. The Deacons job was to kesp the 
church house in wood for all meetings and parties. It kept 
them busy chopping logs and hauling them. " 


They decided to call this valley Heber 4nhonar of lieber 
Ce Kimball first councelor to Presiden$t Brighan Young.

in 1661 President Brighan You ung, "one 5.  Murdoek to 
preséde as first Bishop. That year more people came to settle 
here. People now fel£ free to build their houses outside the 
fort. The first homes were built in the northend of town and 
as the town grew the southern part was built up. 


In the year 1861 Ephriam Smitn and William Reynolds eredted 
a chépper mun by horse p-wer to chop up the wheat. This was 
an improvement on the coffee mills, 


The first bridge was built over . Provo fiver in 1861 six 
miles north of Heber on the way to Salt lake City. That year 
a road was built to Salt Lake City. That year a rodd wes built 
threugh Provo Canyon. 


J.M. llurdock organized a Cooperative sheep herd and took 
caye of tne sheep, in the summer he herded on tie nills near : 
Heber and in the winter tek them south where there was good 
feed. This meant very much to the sheep men fc there was very 
little hay in the vinter, and they needed wool to spin into 
yarn and weave into clothing. his was done with the spinning 
whcel and the hand loom, 211 the spinning and weavéngwas done 
by tne women in their homes. Some of the wool was mixed wi th 
cotton, when woven was called jeans. Mat every one wore jeans 
as it was easier to make thah all wool. ey colored their 
cloth with tag Alder wool, rabbit bush and indigo. Large 
plaids were very popular being easy to fix. The whole family 
would enjoy clothing make out of the smge piece of plain material. 
William Aird was the first weaver in Heber. 

Shoes were very difficult to get æ wany used buck skin 
moccasins, also used some for pants. In 1872 a tannery was $ 
Started and shoes were made here. , 

The early log houses had dirt rocfs and dirt floors, 

A very few pots md pans and bake skellets were found as the 
household utinsels. Home made f.rniture was all that could be 
obtained. Stools were made by splitting a wide stick of wood 
making it smooth with an axe, then boring holes to put the legs 
in. ‘ables and bedswere made in the smae way. Later William 
Bell a very eificient carpenter came arid taught the people 

how to make nice furniture, Besides the individual wor! at home 
Drs d canalg, bridges etc had to be made so every one was 
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The Winter of 1661-62 was an extremely long ond. he 3 
snow was so deer that men went to Salt Lake to April Conference 
on snow shoes wer four feet of snow. The spring sloughing 


could not be done until lay le 


Wasatch was made a county Jamary 1363. ‘heaters and dances 
were the only means of enjoyment besides rag bees end corn 
husking parties, John Crook, James Duke andC,li, Carroll were 
prominent members of the theatrical company, 


President Brigham Young called some msn from Heber on 
missions, which was to take a wagon, oxen ete-and go for 
emigrants, This usually took four months. Feople kept 
coming hore to maka their homes, making a representation írom 
several nations, They branched out into center, Daniel, lake 


. Creek, ani Midway, In the year 1863 people could get lumber 


60 floors could be put in their houses, Dave Stevensen mde 
shingles by hand, leople were glad to replace them far dirt 
roofs,

In 1866 tne Black liawk War broke out, The people from 
Snake Creek and Charleston moved together for protection 
from the Indains, it was then called lidway. Ths péople 
in “aber were all advised to move closer to the old fort ۳ 
protection which they did, 


pecident Brigham Young sent 24 wen under Captain ۷۰ lf. 
Wall with threc wagons of suprlies and 100 head of boef out 
to the Uintah iteservation Indians as a peace offering. 
They had been stealing the cattle and casusing much misery. 
Seventy white people were killed during this wor in Utah» 
Vany of our men fought' and helped subdue the Indians, 


Then Johnson's army left Utah they sold their heavy army 
wagons, males, md utinsels very cheap, and for years nearly 
every one here had a goverment wagon. In 184) lots of mm 
used horse and mule teams, 


All the women made their soft soap to wash with. Their 
lye was made Ly chopping a bowl in a log, paur wood ashes and 
water in. A crack was made by which this moisture soeped 
through, and was lye. Grease added to lye and cookod made a 
soft erhard soap as desired. ; 


Lest everyone had candle molds and made their own candles. 
Thay were made of mutton tallow with tno wicking drawn through 
the center. For good lights a board cane from the ceiling vith 
cross boards at the end witha fixture for four or six camiles. 


About this time people began to send back to the states 
for stoves. ‘they brought coal from coalville, a distance of 


40 miles. 
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The roads were very poor, Ths people werd, glad to do . 
amy with crude fure places. A Bes freight, wagons and a very 
few carriages wore used in Utah at this tine. 


In 1863-6, John Hitt and Janes Harilt;n bilt red sandstone 
houses. The stone wag quarried fron tie hills of Heber. The 
lower ward was to build a church across tie road south of 
desse Witt's howe, the upper ward where tbo First ward church 
house now stands, They were used both as church and school houses, 
The upper one was fánishei first. President. Young was invited 
to the dedication, lie came and dedicated t:e building. 

The crowd was 60 large that they had to build a bowery on the 
east side of the buíldinrc. They held wonderful meetings ani 
had extremely larre crowds to all of Do dedicatorial services. 


¥en were hauling tan bark fire wood and stone flags to 
Salt Lake to sell. lia} Salt Lake homes were built of stone fron 
here, They traded wood, و2000‎ egga, Stone, cheese ai butter for 
groceries, furniture and cloth, 


In 1865 Loses Cluff had a cording machine built, which 
was indebd an improvement to that of doing it by hand. It was 
wool on a stick ready to use by the spinning whocl, 


In 1867 Pres&dent Young called formen to haul granite rock 
from little cotton wood canyon for the Temple. Four men drove 
wagons and oxen from Heber. ‘They were Joseph Moulton, Orson 
Ricken, William Lindaay, Harmon Cummings, and Richard Jones Sr. 
was in charges of the companyo, It took two days te haul rock 
from the quarry to the Temple grounds. 


There had been several grist mills fixed up for use but 
they were up Snake and Center Creek, ‘he Ileber City grist ill 
was built 1865. Kobert 7, Burton and Brigham Young Jr. were 
the builders, Charles H i/ilittn was the first miller. 


In Dec. 1867 resident Brighan Young ordained Abraham 
llateh as Bishop and sent him to preside over the ward. 
The weather was extremely bed so Villiam Averett, Orson Hicken, 
and llobert Lindsey were sent to help then into thé valley. 


That year liatch lived in a shone house called the Lc Affee 
Castle. He chose Thomas Ho Giles end Hemry S, Alexander for 
bis councelors, In the spring he built his large stones house 
on main street, where the Bonneville Lumber now Stands, Ile 
used one room for a store, Before this l'ark Jeffs had kept 
a emall stock of goods, but ell tut Jeffs of the early small 
Stores had gone out of business. There had been Miller, md 
Carter, J. 7e Witt, Jacob Harris, Alonso Hyde each with a 
small stock, Jeffs and liatch were competitors until the death 
of latch, Shortly after he came here he was mode President 
of the Stake with tho same counoslors. 


In 1860 the last call was made for men to (o nerth to 
Lé Flatte and Laramie City for emigrants.
